BEHIND a new 
art exhibition in 
Barry lies a tale 
of human loss, 
haunted memo¬ 
ries and a final 
redemption. 

The story began in 
the early 1960s when a 
teenage girl was forced 
to give up her baby for 
adoption, and told by 
her family to start her 
life again.

of ten days. Decades 
later, following an 
astonishing sequence of 
events, mother and son 
saw each other for the 
first time in 44 years. 

That mother, Barry 
artist Mary Husted, aged 
66, has drawn on her 
emotional journey to 
create an exhibition - 
‘Hush Don’t Tell’ and 
works from the ‘Spiegel 
im Spiegel Series’ - that 
opens at Art Central in 
the Town Hall on 
Saturday, May 14, and 
runs to June 4. 

Mary’s son Luke was 
conceived when she was 
an idealistic 17-year-old 
art student.

“I was at West Sussex 
College of Art and met a 
handsome, foreign stu¬ 
dent - it was my first 
romance. 

“I had Luke in 1963. 
At that time it was a 
shameful thing and my 
parents wanted to hush 
it up. 

“My parents were not 
keen for me to marry 
someone who would 
take me abroad.” 

Mary’s family home 
was in Worthing, but as 
the pregnancy devel¬ 
oped, it was decided she 
should go and live with 
a family friend in 
Reading. 

Her parents told peo¬ 
ple she had gone to live 
in Germany for a year. 
Many years later, she 
discovered that the sub¬ 
terfuge has been to no 
avail, because her 
friends had guessed 
exactly what had hap¬ 
pened! 

Pressurised into 
handing Luke over for 
adoption, in the brief 
10-day period before the 


handover, she drew pen¬ 
cil sketches of the child 
she believed she would 
never see again. 

“I knew the sketches 
were the only thing I 
would have when he 
had gone. I was told to 
forget the baby and start 
my life again.” 

Mary went to work in 
London and soon got 
married, having three 
children in quick suc¬ 
cession, Lisa, Sara and 
Jason. The marriage 
didn’t work out, and in 
1974 she married a sec¬ 
ond time, and had a fifth 
child, Rachael. 

“We moved to Barry 
in 1979 when my hus¬ 
band, Andrew Vincent, 
was offered a position at 
Cardiff University. 

“It has been our home 
since then, although we 
have had periods 
abroad.” 

Mary’s children are 
now adults and she is 
inordinately proud of 
them all, but admits that 
when they began to fly 
the nest, like many 
mothers, it was a trou¬ 
bling time for her. 

“When my two eldest 
daughters went off to 


university, I had an 
identity crisis and began 
to ask questions like: 
‘Who am I?’ and ‘What 
am I?”’ 

Encouraged by a 
local art history teacher 
to return to her artistic 
roots, Mary took a four- 
year course at Cardiff 
University and graduat¬ 
ed in ‘fine art’ at the 
same time that her son 
Jason graduated in elec¬ 
tronic engineering. 

Despite the passing 
of time, Luke was never 
far from her thoughts 
and her art was suffused 
in Mary’s words “con¬ 
sciously and subcon¬ 
sciously” by the loss of 
her child. 

“I was hiding mes¬ 
sages in my work, and 
over time they were 
becoming more deliber¬ 
ate.” 

One of Mary’s pic¬ 
tures from 1991 - 

‘ Dreams, Oracles and 
Icons’ - was highly 
symbolic: a teenage 
Mary with a bird in her 
hand, and underneath a 
baby falling away from 
her.

VALE VOTERS OFF TO 
POLLING STATIONS 


VOTERS in the 
Vale will be going to 
the polls today 
(Thursday) to elect 
their Assembly 
member for the next 
four years. 

Labour’s Jane Hutt 
is defending a slim 
majority over the 
Conservatives. In 2007, 
the present Vale 
Council Leader, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, finished 
just 83 votes behind. 

That year, Jane Hutt 
polled 11,515, com¬ 
pared to Coun Kemp’s 
11,432. Plaid Cymru 
were third on 4,671, 
with the Lib-Dems 
fourth on 3,758. 


The four contenders 
are: Jane Hutt 
(Labour); Angela 
Jones-Evans 
(Conservative); Dr Ian 
Johnson (Plaid Cymru) 
and Damien Chick 


(Lib-Dem). 

Vale voters will also 
be asked to cast their 
vote on the suggested 
Alternative Vote (AV) 
method of electing a 
future UK government.

‘COUNCIL TREATING PEOPLE WITH CONTEMPT’ 


‘Barry needs one 
strong protest group’ 


O N reading The 

GEM newspaper on 
April 28,1 was 
absolutely disgusted at the 
Vale Council planning 
committee’s actions in con¬ 
tacting Barry Town 
Council, requesting that 
they consider the use of the 
public open space to the 
east of Cemetery Approach 
and the Cemetery Road 
allotments as a future site 
for gypsies and travellers. 

Not only is this area virtually 
in the centre of Barry town, but 
it is also immediately outside 
the main entrance to the ceme¬ 
tery. 

This Conservative-controlled 
council is treating people of 
Barry and families with loved 
ones at rest with utter con¬ 
tempt. 

I personally see this as a 


revenge and political blackmail 
against the 11,300 residents who 
had the audacity to sign the 
petition against the building of 
61 houses/flats on this ground. 

In the end, they will try to 
‘console’ the people of Barry by 
saying ‘we will not have a gypsy 
site if we can build there’. 

Barry used to be a prosper¬ 
ous seaside town. Before long, 
it will be looking more like a 
sprawling concrete open prison, 
with gridlocked roads, being 
used by the Vale Council as a 
dumping ground. 

The Vale Local Development 
Plan for 2011-2026 is their 
chance to tie up all of the green 
and open areas of Barry before 
the local elections (even if they 
do not get re-elected). 

I would like to suggest that 
the planning committee stop 
any more construction until our 
road infrastructures are 
upgraded to take the weight 


and volume of traffic for the 
21st century. 

Barry residents are forming 
groups, associations and signing 
petitions in an effort to protect 
their areas, but they are picked 
off one by one by our council. 

We must form one strong 
town group, to portray a united 
front that cannot be picked off 
by the council. 

We have got the local elec¬ 
tions within one year (May 
2012). I would like to see steps 
taken to apply for a referendum 
to return Barry back to the 
‘Barry Borough Council’, with 
the possibility of the referen¬ 
dum vote being held on the 
same day as the local election 
next year. 

(By the way, Cowbridge 
Common would make a lovely 
open gypsy travellers’ site).

‘Porthceri Centre arts group still 
believes in the people of Barry’ 


T HE Porthceri 
Centre group 
would like to 
give our response to 
the news that the 
Porthkerry church 
has been sold. 

The sale of the build¬ 
ing in which we have 
been active over the past 
nine months was indeed 
a blow, particularly as 
we were 10 weeks away 
from submitting our bid 
to the Barry 
Regeneration Board. 

We are, however, con¬ 
tinuing to work towards 
our goal of a cultural 
centre in Barry, incorpo¬ 
rating a medium-sized 
performing arts venue, 
visual arts and crafts, 
and Welsh language 
activities. 

Following discus¬ 
sions, our bid will use 
the Porthceri Centre as a 
model of what we aim to 
do, and will include an 
options appraisal of the 
URC Windsor Road 
premises and the 
Pumphouse site. 

Our bid is at an 
advanced stage and 
although we can no 
longer focus on 
Porthceri as a permanent 
home, we believe that 
the concept which we 
developed a year ago is 
equally viable in other 
venues in Barry. 

Who knows, the sale 
of Porthceri may be a 
cloud that has a uniquely 
silvery lining! 

Why we believe in 


this concept, and why 
we have been working 
so hard to make it hap¬ 
pen is because we 
believe in Barry and its 
people. 

Anyone looking 
around the town will 
have marvelled at the 
ingenuity, resourceful¬ 
ness and commitment 
displayed in its history, 
and been left wondering 
why a town built on 
aspiration now finds 
itself at times defined by 
desperation. 

We also believe there 
is an unsatisfied appetite 
in Barry for the opportu¬ 
nity to be creative and 
enjoy the creativity of 
others, to entertain and 
be entertained, to uplift 
and be uplifted, and to 
inform our future by cel¬ 
ebrating our collective 
past. 

With the numbers of 
children attending 
Welsh-medium schools 
set on a steadily increas¬ 
ing trend, and the num¬ 
bers of Welsh learners 
also rising, we envisage 
a home for Welsh-lan- 
guage activities in the 
Vale. 

There is little doubt 
about the need for a cen¬ 
tre where out-of-school, 
post-school and adult 
Welsh-medium activities 
across the artistic spec¬ 
trum can be a part of the 
mainstream of cultural 
events in Barry and the 
Vale. 

This does not mean 
the centre would be for 


‘Welshies’, a term used 
to describe our plans and 
which even I, as a Scot, 
find offensive. 

Our vision is simply 
for a place where the 
Welsh language is part 
of the wider picture, and 
is reflective of the com¬ 
munity. 

There are other 
groups in Barry whose 
aims are related to ours. 
They, too. are committed 
to building a better 
Barry by responding to 
the aspirations of the 
community. 

The Porthceri Centre 
group is inclusive and is 
willing to work with 
groups and individuals 
who share our goals for 
the town. 

This does not mean 
building a playground 
just for the cultural elite 
- on the contrary, it 
means giving the widest 
possible access to the 
best of what culture has 
to offer, in Barry. 


The words of Welsh 
academic and critic 
Raymond Williams cap¬ 
ture something of what 
we believe to be the Zeit¬ 
geist in Barry - “ to be 
truly radical is to make 
hope possible rather 
than despair convinc¬ 
ing.” 

We believe it is our 
responsibility as 
Barrians to prove that 
we can DELIVER and 
translate hope into reali¬ 
ty-

added to the existing 
allotments adjoining the 
site. He also emphasised 
that the town council 
had been interested in 
the land for cemetery 
purposes, although not 
for burial use. 

Coun Curtis said: 

“The question I will be 
asking is: ‘Would the 
leader agree with me and 
concerned local residents 
that these two uses 
would be much more 
appropriate than using 
this site as traveller or 
gypsy accommoda¬ 
tion?”’ 

Last week’s story also 
generated letters of con¬ 
cern from within the 
Barry community. 

Bryn Evans a 
FocusBARRY supporter, 
who lives a stone’s 
throw from the ceme¬ 
tery, claimed the Vale 
Council was treating 
people with “utter con¬ 
tempt”. 

“I see this as revenge 
and political blackmail 
against the 11,300 peo¬ 
ple who had the audacity 
to sign the petition 
against the building of 
61 houses and flats on 
this ground. 

“In the end they will 
try to ‘console’ the peo¬ 
ple of Barry by saying 
we will not have a gypsy 
site if we can build 
there.” 

Christopher Short, 
who has been involved 
with the Roma and trav¬ 
eller community for 
more than 40 years, said 
he would be against the 


Cemetery Approach area 
being used by the travel¬ 
ling community. 

“In my opinion, 
although this site needs 
considerable attention 
and is an eyesore, it 
would be totally unsuit¬ 
able as a travellers’, 
gypsy or Roma site... 

“To even consider a 
site surrounded by hous¬ 
es is asking for trouble 
and confrontation which 
is certainly not desired 
by travellers or the set¬ 
tled community.” 

The Vale Council has 
pointed out that in writ¬ 
ing to the town council 
about the land, it was 
not treating that location 
differently to others that 
were being examined. 

Mr Rob Thomas, the 
head of planning and 
transportation, empha¬ 
sised last week: “As is 
made clear in the letter, 
this is an initial investi¬ 
gation with the aim of 
compiling a database of 
sites, which will then 
need further considera¬ 
tion and analysis. 

“No decisions have 
been made as to which, 
if indeed any, of the sites 
that come forward will 
be appropriate and this 
will be a matter for fur¬ 
ther assessment. 

“I can also confirm 
that the land at Cemetery 
Road has not been sin¬ 
gled out for any special 
treatment as all those 
who submitted candidate 
sites have received the 
letter in question.”

Probe starts into 
Billy Banks blaze 

POLICE in Penarth 
have launched an 
investigation follow¬ 
ing suspected arson 
at the derelict Billy 
Banks flats. 

A police spokesman 
explained that they had 
received a call at 4.30pm 
on Wednesday, April 28. 

“Around 20 fire fight¬ 
ers were called to the 
unoccupied estate where 
the blaze broke out in 
flats on third and fourth 
floor buildings. 

“Anyone with any 
information about this 
incident or who may 


have seen anyone acting 
suspiciously in the area 
in the period before the 
fire broke out is asked to 
contact Sergeant Paul 
Francis at Penarth 
police station on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111. ” 

Last year, demolition 
work began on the Billy 
Banks, in preparation for 
a new housing develop¬ 
ment by Crest Nicholson. 
A total of377 houses and 
flats is planned. 

The Billy Banks were 
originally built in the 
1960s.

POLICE are hunt¬ 
ing the person 
responsible for 
dumping two terra¬ 
pins in the pond at 
Old Hall gardens, 
Cowbridge. 

The animals were 
eventually rescued by a 
local ecologist, Jenny 
Jones, who is looking 
after them until she finds 
a suitable home. 

Jenny was called in 
by PC Mark Goulding, 
who is the South Wales 
Police Wildlife Officer. 
Mark’s duties normally 
take him further afield, 
but this job was a little 
closer to home. 

He told The GEM: 
“We do take these mat¬ 
ters seriously, because 
two criminal offences 
are involved here. 

“First, there is an ani¬ 
mal welfare issue and 
second, it is an offence 
to introduce a non-native 
species into a local eco¬ 
system.” 

The latter carries a 
maximum sentence of 
two years. 

He continued: “We 
are seeking any informa¬ 
tion about how these ter¬ 
rapins came to be

dumped in the Old Hall 
Gardens.” 

Damage to the local 
eco-system is clearly an 
issue here. Jenny Jones 
explained: “The pond 
had proved to be a good 
home for newts - which 
are still a protected 
species, and it looks as if 
the population has fallen 
sharply, because the ter¬ 
rapins will have fed on 
them.” 

Terrapins are a popu¬ 
lar household pet and 
Mark explained that they 
are often bought when 
young and very small, 
and can be contained 
within a small tank. 

However, the 

Cowbridge two are now 
between three and five 
years of age and are 
fully grown and quite 
active. They need an 
expensive, large, heated 
tank. 

The two are by no 
means that first to be 
dumped and, although 
native to the southern 
states of America, they 
can adapt to the colder 
climate here. 

There is, apparently, a 
colony in Roath Park 
Lake in Cardiff, and 
Mark has appeared on a 
BBC Wales programme 
Rhys to the Rescue, with 
the Cardiff University 
herpetologist Dr Rhys 
Jones. 

On that programme, 
Mark and Dr Rhys were 
able to prove that terra¬ 
pins can be quite elu¬ 
sive, and they had great 
trouble catching them! 

It is quite remarkable 
that cold-blooded ani¬ 
mals such as terrapins 
have been able to sur¬ 
vive the last two severe 
cold winters that we 
have experienced, but

Reunited after 44 
years - artist and 
her long-lost son

She donated the pic¬ 
ture to New Hall, 
Cambridge, which had 
decided it wanted to 
house a collection of 
women’s art. 

“I thought: ‘Can I let 
this go?’ And then I 
thought: ‘It’s a privi¬ 
lege to be in the collec¬ 
tion’ . 

“I also thought it 
would act as a flag for 
Luke. It seemed cloud 
cuckoo land that any¬ 
thing would happen.” 

Mary’s married 
name is Vincent, but 
professionally she has 
used the rarer surname 
Husted. 

Over the years, she 
had tried without suc¬ 


cess to trace her long 
lost son. What she did¬ 
n’t know was that 
Luke, now married 
with two sons, was 
determined to find her. 

Luke googled the 
name Husted and up 
came New Hall Art 
Collection and the pic¬ 
ture of a teenage girl, a 
bird in her hand, and a 
baby falling away from 
her... 

For Luke it was a 
charged moment. He 
explained: “The more I 
looked, the more I 
realised this picture 
was probably about 
me. It was like a shiver 
down my spine.” 

He sent Mary a sen¬ 
sitively worded email 



which said he was 
researching his family 
tree and was looking 
for ‘Mary Vivienne 
Husted’ who had lived 
in the Reading area of 
England in the 1960s. 

It went into Mary’s 
spam box, but by the 
grace of God, she did¬ 
n’t delete it. 

“I decided to read it. 
I had goosebumps and 
went cold. I knew it 
was my son and felt 
elation.” 

A fortnight later in 
October 2007, Mary 
had an emotional 
reunion with her ten 
day old son, now a 
strapping 44-year-old 
man, at Kew Gardens. 

“It was lovely. 
Wonderful. We stared 
at each other. We 
couldn’t stop talking. 
We bonded straight 
away.” 

Luke is a company 
director and although 
his adoptive father is 
dead, his adoptive 
mother is still alive. 

His name is actually 
not Luke, and can’t be

revealed because he 
and his sister decided 
that they did not want 
to upset his adoptive 
mother with news that 
he had tracked down 
Mary. 

He had actually 
called one of his own 
sons Luke, which 
thrilled Mary because 
it indicated an accept¬ 
ance of the past. 

He has built up 
friendships with 
Mary’s four children 
and with his skills in 
running an audio-visu¬ 
al company has helped

Last year, Cardiff 
University was named 
the charity’s first centre 
of excellence, recog¬ 
nised for its world class 
research into the two 
most common forms of 
adult leukaemia - acute 
myeloid leukaemia 
(AML) and acute lym¬ 
phocytic leukaemia 
(CLL). 


Stella said: “Ten years 
ago, we lost a good 
friend and neighbour to 
leukaemia and around 
the same time another 
friend’s daughter had 
leukaemia. After years 
of intensive treatment 
she recovered. 

“Everyone seems to 
know someone who has 
been affected by a blood 
cancer and I’m just so 
impressed by the strides 
that are being made in 
research but clearly the 
battle must go on. 

“As a leukaemia sur¬ 
vivor our ‘launch’ 
author, Geoff Thomas, is 
living proof that the 
money people donate to 
Leukaemia and 

Lymphoma Research is 
being put to good use.

LOCAL owners 
have been warned 
that dogs are 
banned from the 
beaches at 
Southerndown, 
Llantwit Major, 

Cold Knap, Barry 
Island and Penarth. 
between May 1- 
September 30. 

A spokeswoman for 
the Vale Council pointed 
out: “A by-law exists to 
protect bathers and 
ensure their safety 
throughout the summer, 
when the beaches have 
their highest number of 
visitors. 

“During this time it is 
an offence to bring a 
dog on any of the beach¬ 
es listed above and if 
you ’re caught breaking 
the ban you could face a 
fine of up to £500. 

“You can still walk 
your dog at all other 
Vale beaches year round, 
but please remember to 
be a responsible owner 
and pick up after your 
pooches. Once bagged 
and tied you can use any 
council bin to dispose of 
your dog’s waste, ” she 
added. 

The council provides 
free blue poop bags 
which are available from 
the Civic Offices in 
Barry and the Alps 
Office in Wenvoe. 

Owners can also collect 
blue bags from Penarth, 
Cowbridge and Llantwit 
Major libraries.

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FIVE YEARS JAIL 
FOR VALE MEN 
IN COUNTERFEIT 
CIGARETTE SCAM 


A bid to smuggle 3.6 mil¬ 
lion counterfeit cigarettes 
into the UK concealed in a 
consignment of cheap toys, 
led to jail sentences for two 
Vale men last week. 

Gerald Courtney and Mark 
Anthony Rees’s plan to flood 
south Wales with their illicit haul 
was thwarted when HM Revenue 
& Customs (HMRC) investiga¬ 
tion officers overheard them dis¬ 
cussing their scam at Cardiff 
Docks. 

The cigarettes had been hidden 
in a container shipped into the UK 
via Felixstowe, and were then 
transported to the city by road. 

Rees and Courtney were both 
sentenced to five years, following 
an earlier trial at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

The amount of duty evaded on 
the cigarettes was £670,000. 


Adrian Farley, assistant direc¬ 
tor, HM Revenue & Customs, 
said: “Gerald Courtney and Mark 
Rees thought they were home and 
dry when their container of coun¬ 
terfeit cigarettes turned up at 
Cardiff Docks. 

“Little did they know that 
HMRC was watching and wait¬ 
ing. 

“Had this smuggling attempt 
been successful, south Wales 
would have been flooded by a 
counterfeit product that would 
have ripped off unsuspecting cus¬ 
tomers and undermined honest, 
law-abiding retailers. 

“HMRC will relentlessly pur¬ 
sue those involved in illegal 
smuggling. Anyone with infor¬ 
mation can contact our customs 
hotline on 0800 59 50 00.” 

The court had heard that Rees, 
aged 45, of Penmark was a sole 
trader based at Cardiff Docks. He 


and Courtney, aged 53, from 
Rhoose, conspired together to 
smuggle 3,640,000 counterfeit 
cigarettes into the UK in October 
2009. 

The container was shipped 
from China; its accompanying 
documentation declared the load 
to be toys. 

On arrival at Felixstowe, offi¬ 
cers from the UK Border Agency 
(UKBA) became suspicious and 
discovered the cigarettes con¬ 
cealed behind just two rows of 
boxes containing plastic toy cars. 

UKBA referred the case to 
HMRC for investigation, and the 
consignment continued on to its 
Cardiff destination. 

Rees and Courtney visited the 
container at Cardiff Docks and 
were heard to discuss the consign¬ 
ment. 

They were later charged with 
the evasion of excise duty.

WHEN Lance 
Corporal Joseph Teale 
returns home from 
Kenya, he’ll have 
more than a few wild 
tales to tell his family. 

For the last month, 
the 21-year-old section 
commander has been on 
Exercise Askari Thunder 
in the east African coun¬ 
try with 1st Battalion 
The Royal Welsh (Royal 
Welch Fusiliers). 

Training lasts six 
weeks and is an extend¬ 
ed test of soldier skills, 
stamina and fitness, 
where soldiers learn 
how to work with each 
other, take enemy ground 
and how to cope with an 
unexpected attack or 
ambush. 

Joseph, from Brackla, 
where mum Sian and 
dad John still live, said: 
“The experience has 
been excellent when you 
weigh it all up. We ’re 
learning things all the 
time and you come out

your job as a soldier and 
you get to see so many 
different things, ” said 
Joseph, who serves with 
D Company and has 
previously toured 
Cyprus, Canada and 
also two tours of 
Afghanistan. 

“Here, it’s quite 
bizarre to see giraffes 
and elephants just wan¬ 
der up close and the 
scorpions are massive. ” 

The 1st Royal Welsh 
is heading up a 1,000- 
strong battlegroup that 
includes a company of 
soldiers from the Kenyan 
Army. The days are 
spent conducting intense 
exercises in tempera¬ 
tures sometimes reach¬ 
ing 50 degrees Celsius in 
a place called Archers 
Post, more than 250 
miles from the capital 
Nairobi. 

Two weeks ago, one 
soldier suffered a snake 
bite and the training 
also had to be halted in 
parts because herds of 
ostriches decided to 
scamper across the 
range. 

He added: 

“Everything’s a learning 
curve on tours like this 
but being in Kenya is 
unique. The temperature 
has been a real test and 
it’s all part of the train¬

PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB 

Using spreadsheets for 
fun: 2 - Autoshapes 


LAST time, I 
explained how to 
set up a tailored 
grid on an Excel 
worksheet. It can 
be used for a vari¬ 
ety of purposes, but 
is quite useful as a 
background for 
planning of layouts. 

The article is on 
www.penarthcomputer- 
club.co.uk under Forum 
entitled Using 

Spreadsheets for Fun (1) 
and a spreadsheet devot¬ 
ed to Autoshapes under 
Downloads, to get you 
started. 

The next step is to 
create graphics (picture- 
models) as representa¬ 
tions of the objects to be 
arranged. 

Switch on the 
Drawing Toolbar by 
right-clicking on any 
blank area of any open 
toolbar and putting a 
tick alongside the 
Drawing toolbar on the 
drop-down list. 

The toolbar will 
appear at the bottom of 
the window. 

Autoshapes can be 
dragged and dropped 
onto your grid and 
manipulated into simple 
graphics to represent 
your object. You can 
make the images as sim¬ 
ple or as complex as you 
wish. 

Before you start to 


worry about all the 
work, let me assure you 
that once you have made 
an object it can be 
instantly replicated as 
many times as you like, 
so you have to construct 
only one of each. And it 
gets better. 

When you have as 
many of each as you 
need, objects can be 
arranged easily within 
the layout. 

As the objects and the 
layout are to the same 
scale, if they will not fit 
on the screen, they will 
not fit in real life. 

Just like real life, 
your first layout might 
not be the best and you 
might want to try anoth¬ 
er one or more. 

No problem at all. 
Your first attempt will 
be on what Excel calls a 
Worksheet, and you can 
easily replicate the 
whole sheet - complete 
with the grid already 
made and populated by 
all the objects made for 
the first sheet. 

Here’s how: left-click 
on the tab at the foot of 
the sheet. 

A miniature sheet 
appears with the cursor. 
(You can now drag the 
sheet sideways to 
change the order.) 

If you hold down the 
control key as you drag 
the sheet, you will 
notice a tiny ‘+’ sign on 
the miniature sheet. 


This indicates that the 
format and contents of 
the sheet will be repli¬ 
cated when you release 
it. You now have a 
duplicate sheet and can 
shuffle objects around to 
try another layout. 

Double-click in any 
tab to edit its name, say, 
Layout A, and then 
Layout B and so on until 
you have settled on the 
most suitable one and 
label that one Linal, or 
something similar. 

The real benefit of 
this is that you can 
instantly return to an 
earlier layout for com¬ 
parison to remind your¬ 
self of the points it 
brought out and why 
you tried something 
else. And how hard you 
have worked! 

Do play with 
Autoshapes. They are 
incredibly versatile, use¬ 
ful and really great fun.

BRIDGEND and Vale of 
Glamorgan Councils are collabo¬ 
rating over plans to take on civil 
enforcement of parking. 

Both councils are preparing applica¬ 
tions to the Welsh Assembly 
Government to be designated civil 
enforcement areas. This would give 
them the power to enforce parking 
restrictions by employing their own 
council wardens. The police have not 
enforced parking restrictions since 
January 1. 

Miles Punter, head of Visible Services 
for the Vale, said that the Vale cabinet 


had approved an application to WAG to 
be submitted later this year once a 
review of parking restrictions had been 
completed. If WAG approves the appli¬ 
cation, the council would be able to 
employ wardens from the start of the 
2012 financial year in April. 

He went on: “ The council is current¬ 
ly working on this project with Bridgend 
County Borough Council, which is also 
submitting an application to WAG for 
civil enforcement powers. 

“It is hoped that this partnership 
approach will provide reduce set-up and 
operational costs and improvements in 
the quality of the enforcement services 


that will ultimately be provided.” 

A spokesman for Bridgend said that 
civil enforcement powers for car park¬ 
ing is one of the areas being looked at as 
part of the Memorandum of 
Understanding between BCBC and the 
Vale Council. 

This memorandum allows both coun¬ 
cils to examine ways in which services to 
residents can be improved through close 
partnership working on joint projects. 

The statement added: “A report on 
the possibility of undertaking civil 
enforcement powers for car parking is 
being prepared and will be discussed at 
a future meeting of cabinet.”

JOY STRANGWARD 
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AN INSPIRATIONAL MAN OF BARRY WHO 
WAS ONE OF THE LOST GENERATION

O N Sunday, 
April 7, a 
telegram 
was delivered to 
Eleanor Louisa 
Williams at 3 
Kingsland Road, 
Canton in Cardiff, 
where she was 
staying with a 
friend. 

The telegram read: 
Deeply regret 2nd Lt T 
D Williams RGA 248 
Siege Battery died of 
wounds fifth. The 
Army Council express¬ 
es sympathy. 

Eleanor Williams 
had lost her husband of 
nearly nine years; 

Barry County School 
had lost one of its most 
inspirational teachers. 

Timothy Davies 
Williams was born in 
Hawden le West, 
County Durham on 
July 25, 1883. His 
father Charles was 
from Mold in Flintshire 
and was working as a 
coal miner in Durham, 
though he later took 
Holy Orders. His father 
died when Timothy was 
only seven years old 
and the family moved 
to Caio in 
C armarthen shire. 

Educated at Llandilo 
County School, where 
he became a pupil 
teacher in 1901, he was 
then admitted to 
University College, 
Aberystwyth where he 
graduated with an hon¬ 
ours degree in history 
in 1906 and then taught 
for two years in 
Bridgwater. 

In August 1909, he 
married Louisa, as she 
preferred to be known,

at Caio Church. That 
year he was also 
appointed history mas¬ 
ter at Barry County 
School and the couple 
moved to a house on 
Tynewydd Road in 
Barry named ‘Vesta’. 

He enlisted in April 

1916, aged 32, having 
served with the 5 th 
Battalion of the South 
Wales Borderers as a 
volunteer prior to the 
war. He was appointed 
to the 2nd Field 
Company of the 
Glamorgan Royal 
Engineers as a sapper 
and was stationed in 
Britain until August 

1917. In March 1917, 
he applied for admis¬ 
sion to an Officer 
Cadet Unit to train for 
a commission. 

He obtained his 
commission and was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
with the Royal 
Garrison Artillery on 4 
August 1917. Williams 
served in France and 
Flanders from the fol¬ 
lowing September, tak¬ 
ing part in much severe 
fighting. 

Williams was 
wounded during the 
Kaiserschlacht, the 


German Spring 
Offensive, at the Battle 
of Bapaume in 1918. 

He had been in an 
observation post, spot¬ 
ting for the battery’s 
guns, when he was hit, 
probably by shellfire. 
He died of his wounds 
on April 5, 1918, aged 
34, at Number 37 
Field Ambulance, west 
of Albert. 

His battery com¬ 
mander wrote to 
Louisa: “It was dear 
old Williams to whom I 
went many a time for 
advice in many of the 
difficult situations in 
which we found our¬ 
selves, and on one 
occasion it was entirely 
through acting on his 
advice, and without 
orders from my 
Commanding Officer, 
that I got the battery 
away before our retreat 
was cut off. Also, on 
the morning of 21st 
March, when we came 
in for the full share of 
the battle, I called for 
volunteers to man the 
guns. 

“Your husband and 
another officer immedi¬ 
ately went out and did 
most useful work under 


intense shellfire, and by 
their coolness and 
devotion to duty set a 
splendid example to 
their men. 

“I can only repeat 
from the fullness of my 
heart, that the battery 
has lost one of the very 
best officers it has ever 
had, and that I have 
lost one of the very 
best friends and a 
brother officer. We all 
deemed it an honour to 
know your husband. He 
always made every¬ 
thing brighter for those 
with whom he worked 
and he could always be 
relied upon to do more 
than his share.” 

He had seen fierce 
fighting in Flanders 
during his first months 
abroad and had come 
through the German 
offensive unscathed up 
to April 5. 

He had already won 
the praise and commen¬ 
dation of his superior 
officers for his calm¬ 
ness in the stress of the 
attack, and for the skill 
with which he had per¬ 
formed the work 
entrusted to him. 

Another fellow offi¬ 
cer paid tribute: “He 
had done magnificent 
work at the front and 
will be sorely missed 
by the officers of his 
battery, who often 
found his advice 
invaluable and who 
regarded him with 
peculiar affection and 
respect. His splendid 
courage and coolness in 
danger were an inspira¬ 
tion alike to officers 
and men.” 

The local press paid 
a glowing tribute to 
him as well: “Mr 
Williams’ death is a 
loss, not only to Barry, 
but to Wales. For 
nearly seven years he 
was history master in 
the County School at 
Barry and while there 
he did a work which 
cannot be too highly 
praised. 

“As a teacher of his¬ 
tory he was unsur¬ 




passed in the County 
Schools of Wales, and 
his pupils owe him a 
debt of gratitude which 
they can never express 
or repay. 

“Not only had he a 
conception of history 
such as is rarely found, 
but he also possessed 
the power of imparting 
that conception to oth¬ 
ers. Nor are the suc¬ 
cesses of his pupils the 
only way in which Mr 
Williams ’ work is to be 
judged. 

“His keen intellect, 
his ready wit, his power 
of inspiration which it 
would be difficult to 
surpass, have left their 
impression upon hun¬ 
dreds of boys and girls 
who have obtained no 
academic distinction, 
but who will contribute 
a richer share to the 
life of the State because 
of their contact with a 
great and noble per¬ 
sonality. 

“Mr Williams’ 
pupils, colleagues, and 
friends would be 
unwilling to let this 
moment pass without 


expressing their deep¬ 
est sympathy with his 
widow, and at the same 
time attempting some 
appreciation, inade¬ 
quate as it must be, of 
a work which will live 
after its author. 

“Although he was 
but 34 years of age, he 
had lived his life fully 
and well, and he died 
as he had lived, fight¬ 
ing as he had always 
fought, against injus¬ 
tice and wrong, giving, 
as he had always given, 
freely and unsparingly, 
his best to the commu¬ 
nity in which he lived. 
His was indeed a life 
without fear and with¬ 
out reproach. ” 

Timothy Davies 
Williams was buried in 
Varennes British 
Cemetery which is 
north-west of Albert. 

On his headstone 
Louisa had the follow¬ 
ing touching words 
inscribed: 

‘Remembering you I 
will be brave and 
strong’. 

He is commemorated 
on the Barry County

School Memorial 
which now hangs near 
the foyer of Barry 
Comprehensive School, 
and on the Roll of 
Honour in Barry 
Memorial Hall. 

His name is on the 
Caio Memorial and a 
brass plaque was dedi¬ 
cated to him at Caio 
Church, 

Carmarthenshire. It was 
unveiled by Major 
Edgar Jones MA OBE, 
the Headmaster of 
Barry County School.

A Lasting Power of 
Attorney is a legal docu¬ 
ment that enables one 
person to make deci¬ 
sions on behalf of 
another. 

There are two types 
of LPA: financial and 
welfare. Financial LPAs 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if, 
for example, they are ill 
or disabled and cannot 
act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 


on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 
to act for themselves, 
for example, in the case 
of a severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to 
apply to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 
This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

moments to keep the 
viewer engaged. 

This ability to switch 
between the dramatic and 
comedic is typified by 
Chris Hemsworth’s won¬ 
derful turn as the titular 
hero. 

Perhaps best known as 
Captain Kirk’s father in 
the reboot of the Star 
Trek franchise in 2009, 
Hemsworth grabs the 
opportunity with both 
hands here. 

He shows a flair for 
muscle-bound heroics as 
well as strong comedic 
timing with some crack¬ 
ing one-liners, the 
screenplay and his per¬ 
formance wringing the 
most out of the ‘fish out 
of water’ situation. 

The performances 
around him are all strong, 
with Tom Hiddleston 
mainlining manipulative 
mischief as Loki, Natalie 
Portman carrying off the 
love interest role with 
easy style, while 
Anthony Hopkins and 
Stellan Skarsgard offer 
gravitas in their roles. 

Most entertaining is 
Kat Dennings as 
Portman’s assistant, 
whose snarky wit 
deserves a greater chunk 
of the screen time. 

While it has avoided 
the pitfall of Iron Man 2 
in terms of doubling as a 
trailer for forthcoming 


Marvel outings (save for 
a cameo appearance from 
a certain Avenger and a 
post-credit sequence that 
sets up that film), even 
with a run time of nearly 
two hours it feels a little 
condensed at times. 

There is so much to fit 
in that some characters 
are short-changed, while 
the story cannot afford 
the space needed to real¬ 
ly make the characters 
sing. 

That being said, Thor 
is still a spritely effort 
that maintains Marvel’s 
march on cinemas, to be 
continued later this sum¬ 
mer with Captain 
America - and his 
Asgaardian counterpart 
has certainly laid down 
the marker. 

VERDICT: A superb 
introduction to a previ¬ 
ously unknown charac¬ 
ter, Thor is a wonderful 
slice of comic book 
entertainment, thanks in 
no small part to Kenneth 
Branagh’s smart direc¬ 
tion and a raft of pleasing 
turns. 

While this may be the 
Asgaardian’s first big 
screen outing, it certainly 
won’t be his last. 
Recommended.

Llantwit Town Council news in brief 


GRANTS of £25 
have been made by 
Llantwit Major 
Town Council to 
the Samaritans, 
and Cruse 
Bereavement Care, 
THE council has decided 
against renewing its 
membership of One 
Voice Wales, which 
gives advice to local 
councils. Members felt 
that they received few 
benefits from member¬ 
ship. 

THE town council has 
approved the payment of 
£178,000 to Morrison 
Construction for work 
carried out on the 
Boverton Road regener¬ 
ation scheme. 

THE council has 
waived the fee for hir¬ 
ing the old school to 
the census co-ordinator 
for Llantwit. 

AN application from 
Llantwit Major Rugby 
Club for permission to 
use the recreation field 
as a campsite during 
next year’s National 
Eisteddfod has been 
rejected by the council. 
NO bookings are to be 
taken for the Heritage 
Centre at the Town Hall 
on Saturdays and 
Sundays over the sum¬ 
mer, so that it can be 


opened on a regular 
basis to the public. 

The Heritage Centre 
is run by the Llantwit 
Major Historical and 
Heritage Society. 

THE Llantwit Major 
Town Council has been 
told that its objections to 
the reduction in the 
number of councillors 
from 15 to 14 are too 
late as the new arrange¬ 
ments came into place 
last June. 

The council was con¬ 
sulted in May 2008 
about the proposed 
review and the final rec¬ 
ommendations were 
published in September 
2009. 

THE town council is to 
save more than £700 by 
switching to a different 
waste collection service. 

The Vale Council, 
which has collected the 
council’s waste in the 
past, wanted £2,607 to 
renew the contract for 
the year, but Biff a Waste 
Services quoted £1,924 
and their price has been 
accepted. 

APPLICANTS for grants 
to Llantwit Major Town 
Council could have to 
wait for 11 months 
before having a decision. 

The council has 
decided to deal with 
grant aid at its January 
meeting. Any applica¬ 


tions which come in 
after that will be 
deferred to the following 
January. 

It is unclear what will 
happen to urgent 
requests for help. 

THE hire fees for 
buildings hired by the 
local committee of the 
National Eisteddfod 
will be waived by 
Llantwit Major Town 
Council. 

The local committee 
has to raise more than 
£40,000 and has said 
that if hire charges 
have to be met, some 
events being planned 
would be unviable. 
Coun Russell Downe 
moved that the charges 
be waived and this was 
agreed unanimously. 
THE Llantwit Major 
Town Council has 
renewed its sponsorship 
of the Friends of the 
Glamorgan Heritage 
Coast. They pay £25 a 
year. 

THE cost of relocating 
the zip wire at the older 
children’s playground in 
Llantwit Major has been 
estimated at £2,000 plus 
£400 VAT. 

Coun Sally Bagstaff 
reported that contractors 
had put the zip wire into 
its new location for tests 
and these had been car¬ 
ried out by a Vale envi¬ 


ronmental health officer. 
Coun Bagstaff said that 
she had received a ver¬ 
bal report that the new 
location should not 
cause any nuisance to 
householders but it was 
agreed to get the report 
in writing before making 
any decision. 

A REQUEST from 
Transition Llantwit for 
permission to locate two 
sealed water butts to 
gather water run-off 
from the Llantonian 
Hall has been deferred 
by the town council 
until they have complet¬ 
ed their year as tenants 
of land by the side of 
the hall. 

The group has estab¬ 
lished a garden there 
and wish to grow veg¬ 
etables but have a prob¬ 
lem in getting water for 
the plants. 

Coun Keith Geary 
said that the council 
would review their deci¬ 
sion when the year was 
up in July. This was 
agreed. 

THE Lorna Hughes Park 
in Llantwit is to be nom¬ 
inated for inclusion in a 
national Queen Elizabeth 
the Second Challenge. If 
it meets the criteria, the 
park will be protected 
against any development 
for posterity. Only sport 
and recreational purpos¬ 


es will be permitted 
although it will remain 
in the ownership of the 
town council who will 
carry out day to day 
maintenance. 

A STONE mason has 
been brought in by the 
Vale Council to rebuild 
or renovate 85 stone 
stiles in the communities 
of Llantwit Major, Wick 
and St Donat’s. 

This is part of a 
scheme to preserve the 
stone stiles in the west¬ 
ern Vale. Kissing gates 
are to be installed 
alongside some of the 
stiles where possible. 
Funding of the work has 
been provided by the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

THE Great Poppy 
Party being organised 
to celebrate the 90th 
birthday of the Royal 
British Legion will be 
held at a different time 
in Llantwit Major to 
the rest of the country. 

The event will be held 
to coincide with the 
Victorian fair this sum¬ 
mer when more people 
are in town and where 
the prospect of raising 
most money is possible. 

A 1940s event will be 
staged that night at the 
rugby club.
